OFFERED ISRAEL PEACE AND SECURITY BUT CANNOT 
COMPROMISE ON TERRITORY AND SOVERIGNTY. AHRAM EDITOR- 
IAL MAINTAINS THAT U.S. ADMINISTRATION IS UNDER DOMESTIC 
PRESSURE FROM ISRAEL'S SUPPORTERS TO REMAIN A CHEER-
